Cince  the  outbreak  of  war  unenploy  lent  has  been  considerably 
reduced  owing  largely  to  the  absorption  of  large  nuibers  at  tne 
Fal  louth  Docks  and  also  by  the  calling  up  of  lany  len  into  the 
30]7Yices.  About  ISO  evacuees  v/ere  received  into  the  cirea, 
largely  children  acconpanied  by  a  parent,  but  .'lost  of  these  ha.ve 
no'v  returned  ho'as.  iJo  serious  difficulties  fron  tne  iiealtii 

point  of  view  v/ere  encountered  and  the  social  welfare  of  t/iese 
evacuees  has  been  very  efficiently  advhnistered  by  the  Coinittee. 
of  ladies  appointed  for  that  purpose.

eradication  of  Bed-bups. 

1.  'Four  Council  Houses  'vere  found  to  be  infested  -  these  had  been 
occupied  by  evacuees. 

2.  Disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority;  the 
■lethods  used  being  Culi;;hur  f u^'^igation,  Zaldecyde  and  Iia^iivercyde 
Cprays  after  skirting  boards  and  picture  rails  had  been  re.noved 
and  renewed. 

3.  Houses  of  prospective  tenants  cf  Council  houses  are  inspected 
before  they  bee  one  tenants. 

4.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  in  the  case  of  their 
own  property,  but  landlords  of  infested  property  are  given  notice 
to  abate  the  nuisance  or,  in  default,  the  local  Authority  does  it 
and  charges  the  landlords. 

Housing . 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  completed,  at  the  Glasney 
riace  site,  eight  flats  suitable  for  single  people  or  a  .na.rried 
couple.  These  consist  of  1  bedroo;^!,  kitchen  and  usua.1  offices. 
They  serve  a  very  useful  purpose. 

Reg'ular  inspections  for  defects  and  insanitary  conditions 
and  overcrowding  were  .nade  up  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  but 
I  do  not  propose  to  give  these  in  tabular  form  as  is  c as tomary.

Co7;sheds  and  dairies  liave  been  regularly  inspected  and  the 
i  “iprove  '^nt  in  the  conditions  under  which  'lili:  is  produced  and 
distributed,  as  noted  in  ny  last  report,  nas  been  .naintained . 

I'eat  and  other  joods. 

Ihops ,  stalls,  vehicles  etc  are  regularly  inspected  and  there 
were  no  cases  calling  for  disciplinary  action,  but  about  <£30  worth 
of  :eat  v/as  condemned  in  shops. 


There  are  now  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough. 

A  store  in  Connercial  Road  has  been  used  as  a  distributing 
Centre  "^or  the  district.  It  is  insp<ected  weehlj''.

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  of  course  the  four  Glauehter 
houses  in  the  3oroufh  vere  functionine  snd  the  Teat  Inspector 
carried  out  tiie  usual  larpe  nu^^ber  'f  inspections  oi  anirncils  and 
carcases,  but  I  do  not  jropose  to  tabulate  these,  as  the  x  i£;ures 
only  refer  to  p;art  of  the  year.

Of  these  cases  only  one,  a.  .Scarlet  Fe''’er  v/here  ho.ie  conditions 
were  unsatisfactory  for  Isolation  and  nursing,  was  ad.Tiitted  to 
hospital.  Tiiere  were  no  deaths. 

The  ocarlet  Fe^.-er  started  in  one  of  the  schools  and  was  largely 
confined  to  scholars  at  this  school  or  their  iraaediate  contacts. 

T/.ere  ^^-as  no  evidence  of  infection  by  milk. 

The  cases  --ere  larrelj?-  of  a  mild  type,  which  usually  ...lakes  it 
more  difficult  to  limit  the  Sj,:rea  ,  owing  to  certain  cases 
escaping  detection. 

IFo  im.munization  schenes  have  yet  been  started,  owing  to  the 
extra  work  thrown  on  the  officials  by  the  outbreak  of  w'ar  - 
The  need  for  such  a  scheme  against  Diphtheria  still  exists, 
however,  and  is  indeed  increased  by  the  presence  amongst  us  of 
large  numbers  of  evacuated  children  with  the  consequent 
unavoidable  overcrowding;  at  home  and  at  school.  This  work  should 
be  undertaken  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Airrt  fro-Ti  the  usual  visitation  of  Influenza  in  the  'Jpring-, 
a  noderately  severe  epide'^ic,  there  ;vas  not  rnuch  other  infectious 
illness .
